Dee DHEREAS Charles Macarthy More, late of Pallas, 
E in the County of Kerry, in the Kingdom of Ireland, 
deceaſed, did in his Life-time duly make and publiſh 
Tl his laſt Will and Teſtament in Writing, bearing Date

the Fourteenth Day of May, in the Year of our Lord 


1 One thouſand Seven hundred and Sixty- ſix, and thereby 


ordered all his juſt Debts to be paid as ſoon after his 
Deceaſe as the ſame could be accompliſhed ; and charged all his real and 
perſonal Eſtates with the Payment thereof, and of the Legacies therein 
mentioned; and ſubject to his and Legacies, he deviſed all his 
real Eſtates to his e Eder 4 Herbert, Eſquire, for his Life, 
with

with power to make Leaſes thereof, upon the Terms therein mentioned, 
with Remainder to his Uncles Thomas Herbert and Edward Herbert, 
Eſquires, and their Heirs, to be equally divided between them as Tenants 
in common, and not as Joint-tenants : And he appointed his ſajd Grand- 
father Edward Herbert, and his ſaid Uncles Tuma Herbert and Edwers 
Herbert, Executors of his Will, and Reſiduary Legatecs : 


And whereas the ſaid Charles Macarthy More departed this Life on or 


about the Thirteenth Day of March One thouſand Seven hundred and 


Seventy, without altering or revoking bis ſaid. Will; and the ſame hath 


been, or is ſhortly inteaded to don 2 wn in the High Court of Chancery 


in Great-Britain ; : 4 

And whereas Edward Herbert, the Teſtator $ Unde, one 5 7 Exe- 
cutors and Reſiduary Legatees, named in the ſaid Will, died in the 
Life-time of the ſaid Teſtator : 


And whereas Edward Herbert, Eſquire, the Teſtator's Grandfather, 
who was Deviſce for Life of the real Eſtates of the ſaid Charles Macarthy 
More, and alſo one of his Exeeutors and Reſiduary Legatees, died on the 
Twenty-fixth Day of September laſt paſt, and the ſaid Thomas Herbert is 
now the ſurviving Executor of the ſaid Will : 


And whereas there may be frequent occaſion to produce and give the 
ſaid Will of the ſaid Charles Macarthy More in Evidence, as well in 
Jreland as in Great Britain, which cannot, as Occaſion may from Time 


to Time require, be carried from one Kingdom to the other, ſo as to 


be produced and made Uſe of at any Trial at Law or in Equity, or 
otherwiſe, in ſuch Manner as by the ſtrict Rules of the Courts of Law 
and Equity the ſame ought to be, without great Hazard of the ſame 
being loſt; nor can the Witneſſes, who are able to prove the due Exe- 
cution of the ſaid Will, who live in England, be compelled by any Pro- 
ceſs to attend in the ſaid Kingdom of Jreland, to give their Teſtimony 
touching the due Execution thereof, at any Trial in any Court, of Juſtice 
or elſewhere in that Kingdom; which may be attended with great Incon- 


venience to all Perſons claiming under the ſaid Will of the ſaid Charles 
Macarthy More:

That it may be Enated; And be it Enated, by the KING's melt 
Excellent MA] EST v, by and with the Advice and Conſent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this preſent Parliament 
aſſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, That for the _ Pre-

ſervation and ſafe Cuſtody of the ſaid Will of the ſaid Charles Macartyy 
More, the ſaid Will ſhall and may be Exemplified or Inrolled in the High 
Court of Chancery, or in either of the Courts of Kifig's Bench or Com- 
mon Pleas in Great- Britain, and the proper Officer or Officers of the 
ſaid Courts, or any of them, are hereby required to Exemplity and Inroll 
the ſame accordingly ; and that an Exemplitication or atteſted Copy of the 
Inrolments of the ſaid Will, figned by the Clerk or proper Officer of the 
ſaid Inralment for the Time being, ſhall and may be produced, read, 
pleaded and allowed of as Evidence, in all or any of the Courts of Com- 


mon Law or Equity, or elſewhere, in the ſaid Kingdoms of ireland 


and Great Britain, and ſhall be deemed, adjudged and taken, to be as 
good, valid, and effectual, to all Intents and Purpoſes, as if the ſaid 
original Will had been produced, read, pleaded and proved on any 
Trial or Hearing in any of the ſaid Courts, or elſewhere. 


Pꝛovided nevertheleſs, and it is hereby further Enafed and De- 
Llared, by the Authority aforeſaid, That no Expreſſion or Clauſe in this 
Act ſhall any ways extend, or be interpreted to add unto, or diminiſh, the 
Validity, Force, or Effect of the faid Will; but that the ſame ſhall be 
conſtrued to be of the ſame Force, and Effect, as if this Act had not been 
made, and not otherwiſe. 


And be it further EnaXed, by the Authority aforeſaid, That this Act 
ſhall be deemed, adjudged, and taken to be a publick Act, and be-judi- 
cially taken Notice of as ſuch, by all Judges, Juſtices, and other Perſons 
whatſoever in Ireland and Great Britain, without ſpecially pleading the 
lame: And that a Copy of the Inrolment thereof, ſigned by the Clerk 
of the Parliaments of Great-Britain, ſhall and may be produced, read, 
pleaded, and allowed of as Evidence, in all Courts of Law and Equity 
in Jreland and Great-Britain, or elſewhere,
